D e tr o it, Mich., Aug. 3.—One fire 
man was killed and six were injured 
yesterday afternoon in a fire which 
destroyed the planing mill and lumber 
yards of E. G. Richards & Co. and 
Hun ton, Myles & Weeks. 
The prop­ 
erty loss will am ount to $60, OOO. 
The 
blaze was discovered shortly after 3 
o’clock. 
The w ater supply was so 
poor th a t the firemen were hampered. 
They succeded 
in preventing 
the 
flames from spreading1 to adjoining 
factories, but several freight cars with 
their contents were destroyed before 
they could be removed. 
At 4 o’clock two squads of pipemen 
were playing streams a t the south 
east corner of the mill, when a por­ 
tion of the w all gave way and a hall: 
dozen firemen were caught by the 
falling brick, and the following were 
killed and injured:

The plant was 
operated by Richards & Co. for Gates. 
The property of Hunton, Myles & 
Weeks, which was consumed, consisted 
of lum ber and small buildings. 
Their 
loss is about $20. OOO. 
The loss on the 
Richards mill and yards is estim ated 
a t $35,o00. 
Hunton, Myles & Weeks 
are quite fully insured. 
The Richards 
m ill is insured for $12,500. 
Mr. Gates, 
owner of the lum ber adjoining, is in 
Bay City and the am ount of his insur­ 
ance is not yet learned.

Peter Fleming, a pipeman of Engine 
company No. 29, while riding on the 
engine across Ashland avenue bridge 
inhaled flames and his skin was cooked 
by the terrible heat. 
The hair w a3 
burned off the horses and they were 
rendered helpless 
Five m anufacturing firms occupy­ 
ing the seven-story brick building, 
Nos. 158-160 W est Van Buren street, 
were burned out early last evening 
and the building was destroyed. 
The 
loss on the building is estim ated at 
$60,000 and the loss to the occupants 
is estim ated a t $133,000. 
The insur­ 
ance is unknown. 
Fire last night destroyed the livery 
and cab stable of J. M. Hartman, 128 
T hirtieth street, with its contents, In 
the stable were six horses, all of 
which were burned.

Why is it that the colors of a soap 
bubble change as the film gradually 
Alters in thickness? asks Longman’s 
Magazine. 
Another cause of color 
It here involved—that of interfer­ 
ence. 
If a stone be thrown into a 
smooth pond a circular wave is pro­ 
duced, gradually widening toward 
the end of the pond; if a second 
Stone be thrown into the pond, a 
second wave will be produced, which 
will influence the first If the stones 
be dropped in simultaneously at the 
8amo spot, the waves will just be 
doubled in height; and if the second 
stone be thrown in exactly a wave­ 
length behind the first, the same 
©fleet would be observed. 
If, how­ 
ever, the second stone be thrown 
Into the water exactly half a wave­ 
length behind the first, the motion 
of the water will be destroyed. 
Similarly with light; when light 
Impinges on the soap bubble, part of 
it is reflected from the exterior sur­ 
face, and part enters the film and is 
reflected from the interior surface. 
This latter portion traverses the 
water medium between the two sur­ 
faces twice, and is, therefore, kept 
behind the first reflected ray.
